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Body found near school 

Police probe city's 19th homicide while children attend classes

When the loud crack of 
gunfire jolted Christy 
Woloshyniuk out of bed 
early yesterday morning, 
she said she didn’t think 
much of it, as the sound of 
shots are becoming the 
soundtrack of her north- 
end neighbourhood. 

“My mom got me out of 
bed and asked me what was 
going on because she heard 
it, too,” she said. 

“I heard three shots really 
close together, then a guy 
hollering and cars racing to 
get away really fast,” said 
Christy’s mother, Joann 
Woloshyniuk. “It felt that it 
was that close that someone 
was in my yard.” 

Though police have yet to 
confirm whether or not 
shots rang out in the area of 
70 Street and 132 Avenue 
through the night, homi¬ 
cide detectives scoured the 
area behind Balwin School 
yesterday morning where a 
man was found dead. 

“At 6:55 a.m., we got a call 
that there was an injured 
man at the rear of the 
school,” said EPS Insp. Terry 
Roccio. “We responded and 
found a person that ap¬ 
peared to be injured, but 
when EMS arrived, they 
pronounced him dead at 
the scene.” 

An assembly was held 
yesterday morning in the 
school’s gymnasium for cu¬ 
rious students and con¬ 
cerned parents, Roccio

added. The playground was 
sectioned off with yellow 
police tape and recess was 
cancelled, though classes 
were still in session. 


The body was not re¬ 
moved from school proper¬ 
ty until the afternoon, 
while children were still in 
classes. 

“We just wanted to make 
things as normal as possible 
for the kids,” said Edmon¬ 
ton Public Schools spokes¬ 
woman Jane Farrell. 

The victim, who is de¬ 
scribed as a black male be¬ 
tween 16 and 20 years old, 
is the city's 19th homicide 
of the year, police said. A 


medical examiner is expect¬ 
ed to find out how the man 
died sometime today. 

“Oh my God,” Christy 
said, upon hearing about 
the discoveiy of the body. 

“Thank God it wasn’t my 
brother, because he was 
supposed to come home 
last night and didn’t. My 
mom and I were worried 
about it.” 

The 17-year-old girl is sev¬ 
en months pregnant and 
said that the closer her due 


date becomes, the more she 
wants to move. 

“There’s always gunshots 
around here,” she said. “We 
usually see gangsters walk¬ 
ing around here in the mid¬ 
dle of the night, and don’t 
think much of it. I don’t 
want to raise my 
baby in this neighbour¬ 
hood.”

Kids attack 
senior, steal 
car, knives 

arrests Two teens were ar¬ 
rested in a grocery store 
Monday night after they 
allegedly attacked a senior 
to steal his car in the city’s 
northend. 

Police say a 12-year-old 
girl and a 15-year-old male 
youth pushed and kicked 
the elderly man on the 
ground in the grocery 
store parking lot, before 
they unsuccessfully tried 
to steal the man’s car. 

The attack grabbed the 
attention of shoppers, the 
pair ran into the store 
where the male grabbed 
two knives, police said. 

The youths were alleged¬ 
ly brandishing the 
weapons toward staff and 
construction workers who 
were renovating the store, 
police said. 

The 15-year-old is 
charged with robbery, as¬ 
sault, spitting on a police 
officers and possession of 
a weapon. 

The 12-year-old girl is 
charged with robbery and 
possession of a weapon. 
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Police handed out almost 
as many speeding tickets 
in one day this week as 
they did in the entire 
month of August. 

During a speed enforce¬ 
ment blitz Monday, dubbed 
Operation 24 hours, over 
1,900 speeding tickets were 
handed out — just 200 less 
than was handed out in Au¬ 
gust. 

“We decided that we 
were going to validate the 
speeding problem that was 
being reported to us by the 
people in our community,” 
said Police Chief Mike 
Boyd. 

In a one-day collabora¬ 
tive effort between Alberta 
Sheriffs, Air-1, photo en¬ 
forcement and officers on 
patrol in cruisers, the ru¬ 
mors were confirmed: Ed¬ 
montonians are addicted to 


speed, said Boyd. 

“I don’t need to remind 
anyone that two weeks 


ago, we had four people die 
on our streets associated 
with speeding,” Boyd said. 


So far this year, 19 peo¬ 
ple have died on Edmonton 
roadways. 

In the 24-hour blitz, one 
speeder was clocked going 
173 km/h in a 70 km/h 
zone on 91 Street, near 
where two women were 
killed two weeks ago. An¬ 
other speeder was clocked 
driving 140 km/h in a 60 
km/h zone down Groat 
Road. 

Boyd said that the num¬ 
bers are a testament to the 
theme of blatant disregard 
of many area motorists. He 
added that the numbers 
are astronomical and unac¬ 
ceptable and police will be 
targeting speeders to the 
fullest extent of the law 
from now on. 

“It’s time to put the 
brakes on speeding,” said 
city transportation manag¬ 
er Bob Boutilier, echoing 
Boyd’s sentiment. “Any¬ 
body that speeds is a stupid 
road bully.” 


19th traffic death 
of year confirmed 

fatality A man who died 
after a motorcycle crash 
three weeks ago has 
become Edmonton’s 19th 
traffic fatality of 2008. 

On Aug. 19, a 40-year-old 
man was riding his bike 
down 137 Avenue when he 
collided with an SUV turn¬ 
ing onto 95 Street. 

The woman driving the 
SUV was not injured, but 
the man on the motorcycle 
was rushed to hospital 
with serious injuries. 

A Medical Examiner 
ruled the Sept. 8 death was 
a result of injuries 
sustained in the collision.

Control syphilis outbreak: Doc

Health officials need to be 
more aggressive in tackling 
a syphilis outbreak in the 
Edmonton region, said a 
high ranking doctor who 
specializes in infectious dis¬ 
eases. 

“The syphilis outbreak in 
Alberta and other parts of 
Canada and North America 
continues,” said Dr. Barbara 
Romanowski, a specialist of 
infectious diseases at the 
University of Alberta, dur¬ 
ing a speech with health 
doctors. 

“This current outbreak 
has really got a foothold in 
the community.” 

The disease was under 
the microscope in Edmon¬ 
ton as Romanowski pre¬ 
sented Long After the Fire¬ 


works — A Look at Syphilis, 
part of Capital Health’s Pub¬ 
lic Health Works’ Speaker 
Series. 

In 2007 there were 255 
cases in the province, forc¬ 
ing Capital Health to lack 
off an awareness campaign 
urging peo¬ 
ple to prac¬ 
tice safer sex 
and to get 
tested 

soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

Syphilis is sexually trans¬ 
mitted by vaginal, anal or 
oral contact. If left untreat¬ 
ed, it could cause blindness, 
deafness, paralysis and 
brain or heart disease. 

Romanowski said getting 
on top of an outbreak like 
this isn’t always easy. 

“Two hundred and fifty- 
five is a huge number of cas¬ 
es,” she said. 


“There are huge prob¬ 
lems with bringing an out¬ 
break like this under con¬ 
trol. The challenge is to get 
the message out to the pop¬ 
ulations at risk and who 
knows who those individu¬ 
als are.” 

The last out¬ 
break of 

syphilis in Al¬ 
berta hap¬ 

pened in 1984. 
There weren’t 
as many cases 
20 years ago and it’s been 
under control since then. 

“It’s not going to go away 
by itself. We can’t afford to 
be complacent, we need to 
be aggressive in getting it 
under control,” Romanows¬ 
ki said. “What I’m hoping 
to say is don’t have sex 
without a condom and if 
you develop any symptoms, 
go and get checked.”

The Conservatives may

In the last election back 
in 2006 New Democrat Lin¬ 
da Duncan lost to the in¬ 
cumbent, Conservative 
Rahim Jaffer, by less than 
5,000 votes. 

“Linda Duncan is some¬ 
body who has the potential 
to be an important actor on 
the political stage,” Patten 
said. 

“But it’s what Stephen 
Harper, Jack Layton and 
Stephane Dion are doing 
that’s really going to make 


the big difference.” 

Rahim Jaffer has held the 
riding for the past four 
terms, beginning as a Re¬ 
form candidate in 1997. 
Jane Thrall will represent 
the Green Party and 
Claudette Roy will carry 
the Liberal banner. 

Patten be¬ 
lieves that 
the Edmon- 
ton-Strath- 
cona riding 
will be a two 
horse race 
but it will 
come down 
to which 

leader runs 
a better 

campaign. 

Stephen Harper continues 
to run a campaign as 
smooth as it has been and 
Canadians are willing to 
endorse him again, then 
Rahim Jaffer is probably 
safe,” he said. 

“But if there are any 
bumps in the road between 
now and election day, and 
Jack Layton continues to 
run a fairly strong 
campaign and Dion 
continues to run a cam¬ 
paign, that isn’t working as 
effectively as the Liberals 
would want, then it will be 
even closer then last time 
around.”

Canadian student hits prime time

Jeff Gilchrist played an integral role in an international team that discovered the largest prime 
number ever recorded. It has 12.9 million digits.

A Carleton University PhD 
student has played a key 
role in the recent 
discovery of the world's 
largest-known prime 
number. 

An international team 
called the Great Internet 
Mersenne Prime Search — 
of which Ottawa’s Jeff 
Gilchrist is a member — 
discovered the 12.9 mil- 
lion-digit number on Au¬ 
gust 23. 

Gilchrist, 32, independ¬ 
ently verified the number 
using one of the universi¬ 
ty’s supercomputers over 
16 days. 

It is the first prime num¬ 
ber — a number that can 
only be equally divided by 
the number one and itself 
—ever discovered with 
more than 10 million dig¬ 
its and qualifies for the 
Electronic Frontier Foun¬ 
dation Cooperative Com¬ 
puting Award of $100,000 
U.S. 

“It’s very exciting for 
me,” said Gilchrist, who is 
studying systems and com¬ 
puter engineering at Car¬ 


leton University. 

“In the mathematical 
world, this is like an 
Olympic event where 
everyone is trying to beat 
the last record.” 

Discovered by a comput¬ 
ing manager at the Univer¬ 
sity of California, the new 


largest-known prime num¬ 
ber — written in short¬ 
hand as 243,112,609-1 — 
beats the last record of 9.8 
million digits by more 
than 3 million digits. 

The new record has 
wiped out six other-record 
breaking prime numbers 


that Gilchrist has helped to 
verify over the years. 

“This number’s impor¬ 
tant because it breaks the 
10-million barrier,” said 
Gilchrist. “It’s a big deal in 
the mathematical world. 

“To get an idea of how 
large this number really is,

if you printed all of the dig¬ 
its in a book, it would be 
over 3,200 pages long,” he 
said. “That would fill the 
majority of the Hariy Pot¬ 
ter series of books. I find it 
fascinating that a number 
with over 12 million digits 
cannot be equally divided 
by another number except 
one and itself.” 

In itself, this particular 
number is not important. 

“It’s more to see what 
computers are capable of 
doing with extremely large 
numbers,” said Gilchrist. 
“Prime numbers are used 
in some computer security 
systems. Some crypto¬ 
graphic algorithms are 
used for Internet security 
and e-commerce relies on 
the difficulty of finding 
large prime numbers,” he 
said. 


Bail unlikely for

Researcher discovers millions 
of dollars available to Canadians

EDMONTON - The old saying “there's no such thing as a 
free lunch” may be true, but according to researcher Chris 
Johnson there is “free money” available for things that 
cost a lot more than lunch! 

Johnson, who lives with his wife in Surrey, BC, spent 
two years digging into hundreds of programs at all levels 
of government in Canada - federal, provincial and city - 
and he discovered that “free money” does indeed exist.

Dion pledges better 
medication plan 


High cost of treatment 


No Canadian with a 
serious illness should ever 
have to go into debt or 
sell their home to cover 
their medication, Liberal 
Leader Stephane Dion 
said yesterday in Halifax. 

Dion yesterday an¬ 
nounced a program for cat¬ 
astrophic drug coverage 
worth $900 million over 
four years. The proposed 
plan would be in addition 
to programs already offered 
by such provinces as On¬ 
tario and Quebec. 

“We believe that no 
Canadian should have to 
choose between taking a 
drug they need, and paying 
for their other basic needs,” 
Dion said at a campaign 
stop. “Unfortunately, this is 
too often the case today, es¬ 
pecially in the Atlantic 
provinces.” 

Dion said people with 


• Treatments for serious life- 
threatening or chronic illness¬ 
es are prohibitively expen¬ 
sive: 

• The average drug treatment

The television said the 
kidnappers, calling them¬ 
selves Mujahideen of So¬ 
malia, accused Canada and 
Australia of “taking part in 


the destruction of Soma¬ 
lia” and demanded that 
they review their policies. 

An official for the group 
Reporters Without Borders 
said last week that the kid¬ 
nappers were seeking $2.5 
million U.S. for the return 
of the captives. 

Somalia’s Islamist insur¬ 
gents have denied being 
behind the kidnapping. 

Abductions are common 
in the lawless Horn of 
Africa nation, where Is¬ 
lamist insurgents have 
been fighting the interim 
government and its 
Ethiopian military allies

Milk recalled in China 


Two babies killed by contaminated formula 


Thousands of mothers 
from China have flocked to 
Hong Kong to buy milk 
powder manufactured 
overseas, as a tainted milk 
powder scandal spreads, 
media said yesterday. 

Pharmacies and super¬ 
markets along the rail line 
linking Hong Kong to the 
southern Chinese city of 
Shenzhen experienced 
"panic buying of overseas 


milk powder brands", the 
South China Morning Post 
reported. 

Lau Oi-kwolc, chairman 
of the Hong Kong General 
Chamber of Pharmacy, 
said mainland mothers 
were "restricted to a maxi¬ 
mum of three cans at each 
pharmacy" to ensure sup¬ 
plies wouldn't run out for 
Hong Kong mothers. 

Chinese officials have or¬ 


dered a nationwide probe 
into all baby milk powders 
after hundreds of infants 
developed kidney stones 
after drinking tainted for¬ 
mula made by the Sanlu 
group. Two have died. 

Twenty percent of Chi¬ 
nese daily firms probed in 
the wake of the health 
scandal have been found to 
have produced melamine-

Emergency funds flow to 
banks as investors fret 

Feds try to contain fallout from AIG, Lehmans 


Central banks pumped 
emergency funds into 
world financial markets for 
a second day yesterday in 
an increasingly fraught ef¬ 
fort to contain the fallout 
from the crisis sweeping 
Wall Street’s biggest firms. 

But concerted global in¬ 
jections of hundreds of bil¬

Slovenia with a little re¬ 
search. Bordering Italy, Croa¬ 
tia, Hungary and Austria, the 
Republic of Slovenia gained 
independence from the for¬ 
mer region of Yugoslavia in 
1991. A population of 2 mil¬ 
lion, most of them Roman 
Catholic, Slovenia has its 
own language, but English is 
widely spoken.

Infiniti thinks outside box 


‘Coupe-inspired SUV' has both brawn and beauty

Every so often a vehicle 
comes along that doesn’t 
fit in one of the 
standardized little 
compartments those in the 
automotive world like to 
refer to as segments. 

One such example is In- 
fmiti’s new 2008 EX35, 
which the manufacturer 
describes as a “coupe-in¬ 
spired SUV,” and many in 
the business would put in 
the small, but growing, 
compact luxuiy sport utili¬ 
ty class. 

That may be as good a

way to put it as any because 
it sure is sporty, but many 
would argue with the utili¬ 
ty part of the equation be¬ 
cause the EX35 is far from 
what one is used to in a tra¬ 
ditional sport utility vehi¬ 


cle. 

That’s because cargo vol¬ 
ume is limited when the 
back seat is in use and the 
legroom in that backseat 
area is less than what you 
would find in most other 
SUVs. 

If anything, I would put 
the EX35 in the crossover 
categoiy because it is based 
on the same platform as 
the popular G35 sedan. 

But regardless of how 
you describe it or what seg¬ 
ment it fits in, there is no 
denying the EX35 is one 
beautiful vehicle. 

And because it is car- 
based, it handles like a 
sports sedan or coupe and 


due to its size, is easy to ma¬ 
noeuvre in tight city driv¬ 
ing. 

In short, the perfect vehi¬ 
cle for those upscale subur¬ 
banites who want sporty 
looks, above-average per¬ 
formance and a touch of 
luxury in a smaller wagon- 
style package. 

Infiniti has also packed in 
a lot of interesting new 
technological goodies into 
the EX35, including the op¬ 
tional Lane Departure Pre¬ 
vention system and Around 
View Monitor. 

My tester was a loaded 
model with all the toys In¬ 
finiti offers in the EX35. It 
topped out at $50,050 plus 
freight and PDI. 


Not a vehicle for anyone 
light in the pocketbook, 
but sure one I would love in 
my driveway. 

It is powered by the 
same 3.5-litre V6 engine 
that is in the G35 sedan. 
The engine produces 297 
hp and is mated with a 
five-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission with manual shift 
mode. The same all-wheel 
drive system utilized in the 
2008 M, FX and G Sedan is 
standard in the new EX35. 

Styling wise, the EX35 
has the looks of its FX sib¬ 
ling. Sleek, flowing lines, 
the long hood and coupe- 
lilce roofline produce an ap¬ 
pealing exterior package. 

“The EX35 is the perfect 


fusion of a luxuiy coupe 
and a high-utility SUV,” said 
Ian Forsythe, director, cor¬ 
porate and product plan¬ 
ning for Nissan Canada Inc. 

“It’s ‘right-size’ packag¬ 
ing gives it excellent 
around town maneuver¬ 
ability, while the wide rear 
hatch and low load floor 
make it a versatile per¬ 
former for eveiyday and 
weekend use.” 

Turning to the interior, 
the cabin is as beautiful as 
the outside with a “wave-in¬ 
spired” instrument panel, 
high-contrast gauges with 
white and violet illumina¬ 
tion, soft touch materials 
and pleasing hospitality 
lighting. 

During my test, I found 
the heated leather seats 
were soft, supportive and 
comfortable. An eight-way 
power driver’s seat and 
four-way power passenger’s 
seat are standard. 

On the road, the EX35 de¬ 
livers a smooth, comfort¬ 
able ride with brisk acceler¬ 
ation. 

In terms of fuel economy, 
the EX35 is rated as 
12.9L/100 1cm city and 
8.5L/100 1cm highway using 
premium gasoline. 

Similar to the G35, the 
EX35 has an independent 
double wishbone front sus¬ 
pension with stabilizer bar 
and an independent multi¬ 
link system on the rear 
with stabilizer bar. Steer¬ 
ing is power assisted and 
anti-loclc braking with 
Electronic Brake force Dis¬ 
tribution (EBD) is standard. 

Two trim levels are of¬ 
fered on the EX35 — Luxu¬ 
ry and Journey. Starting at 
$40,400, prices climb to the 
low-$50s.

Igor’s monster mash-up

Animated film blends new, old themes

From Kung Fu Panda to 
Wall-E to Star Wars: The 
Clone Wars. These days, 
computer-animated 
movies seem to hit 
theatres every other week. 
In such an oversaturated 
movie market, what will 
make Igor — a modern 
twist on the classic 
monster movie — stand 
out among the rest? 

“I haven’t seen anything 
like it but it reminded me 
of those old films I saw in 
the ’60s and ’70s,” says the 
film’s lead voice actor John 
Cusack during a recent in¬ 
terview in Los Angeles. 

“Old movies that were 


around when the Beatles 
were doing Yellow Subma¬ 
rine. There was some 
strange animation back 
then.” 

A spin-off of the classic 
story of Frankenstein, Igor 

— it hits theatres on Friday 

— does add a slightly gothic 
take on the now common 
family film. Intended to 
have a style unlike most an¬ 
imated features, director 
Tony Leondis has said that 
he wanted “the world to be 
a collage of the Middle Ages 
and gothic England with a 
touch of pop sixties.” 

“I love it because it’s dif¬ 
ferent than any other ani¬ 
mated film we’ve seen in 
years,” says Sean Hayes 
(from TV’s Will & Grace) 
who provides the voice for 


the character of Brain — a 
brain in a jar. “It’s got 
sharp edges and corners 
and it’s not soft and flowy.” 

Where the look of the 
film lacks in, as Hayes de¬ 
scribes, “flowiness,” it does 
make up in a redeeming 
story. Igor (Cusack) is a slur¬ 
ring hunchback lab assis¬ 
tant who, with the help of 
Brain, builds his own mon¬ 
ster named Eva (Molly 
Shannon). 

Only this monster turns 
out to be anything but evil. 
Instead, she is a whole¬ 
some, aspiring actress with 
one gigantic arm and a 
heart of gold. 

“I love that she was so 
sweet,” says Shannon, most 
recognized for her work on 
Saturday Night Live. “She 


keeps to her dramatic stud¬ 
ies, working on her voice 
and her body and (I like) 
how sweet and innocent 
she is. 

“Now I’m a jaded old 
broad but when I first 
started acting, I was really 
like that,” adds Shannon. 


“I couldn’t believe I was in 
New York City, taking act¬ 
ing studies, having coffee 
and I was taking notes! It 
was such a fun time.” 

“I’m just starting this,” 
jokes Hayes. “Now I’m tak¬ 
ing notes. It took me a 
while.”

Roast Vegetable and 
Bean Stew 

This easy, one-pot dish of 
root vegetables and pinto 
beans makes a nourishing 
fall dinner and needs no 
accompaniments. 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 small acorn squash 

1 lb (500 g) new potatoes, 
scrubbed and cut into 1-1/2-in. 
(4-cm) chunks 

2 carrots, cut into 1-1/2-in. 
( 4 -cm) chunks 

2 parsnips, cut into 1-1/2-in. 
( 4 -cm) chunks 
2 large zucchini, cut into 
1-1/2-in. ( 4 -cm) chunks 
2 tsp (10 mL) olive oil 

1 garlic clove, finely chopped 
4 large sprigs of fresh 
rosemary, plus extra sprigs to 
garnish 

2 cans (19 oz/540 mL) pinto 
beans, drained and rinsed 

1 cup (250 mL) apple cider 
1 cup (250 mL) hot low-sodium 
vegetable broth 
Salt and pepper 

METHOD: 

1 . Preheat the oven to 400 °F 
( 200 °C). Halve the squash and 
remove the seeds, then peel 
the skin and cut the flesh into 
1 - 1 / 2 -in. ( 4 -cm) chunks. 

2 . Put the squash in a bowl and 


add the potatoes, carrots, 
parsnips and zucchini. Drizzle 
the olive oil over the 
vegetables and toss to coat 
evenly. Stir in the garlic, and 
season lightly with salt and 
pepper. 


3 . Lay the rosemary sprigs on 
the bottom of a large roasting 
pan and spread the vegetables 
on top in a single layer. Roast 
until lightly browned, about 
30 minutes, turning once. 


4 . Remove from the oven and 
stir in the pinto beans, cider 
and broth. Cover the pan tight¬ 
ly with foil, then return to the 
oven and cook until the vegeta¬ 
bles are tender, about 20 to 25 
minutes. Before serving, 
remove the rosemary stalks 
and garnish with fresh 
rosemary sprigs.
